of B’Nai Brith held at Factor Hall on Pico Blvd., Los Angeles. 

On 7/34/52 informant stated orally to SA SIDNEY M. WOLF that 
this function was held on 7/10/52). Informant’s original report 
is being maintained in 66-3677A-37A. 

The report states TERRY told informant he has been a 
member of this lodge for the past year for the purpose of seek- 
ing individuals who will think progressively. 

During the above function informant observed an 
unknown male individual hand TERRY a n DPW" . During the function 
there was a Bureau agent giving a talk about work at the Bureau 
(the agent being SA JAMES O’CONNELL). 

Informant stated that prompted by the appearance of 
the Bureau agent NORMAN TERRY made several slurring remarks about 
the Bureau to the informant. After the meeting informant went to 
TERRY’S home where he visited with TERRY, his wife and mother-in- 
law and together all of them looked over a number of Soviet books 
TERRY had in his library, two of which TERRY furnished informant 
to read; 


Orally on 7/15/52 informant advised that NORMAN TERRY 
had told him that his mother-in-law (believed to be EMMA REISMAN 
STEARN) got him started in the progressive movement.

Informant adviBed that, she did not think it was the Divis- 
ional machine, but stated she might have the County machine 
and for he r to check bac k again and be sure. It should be 
noted that I and I |did retain in their possess- 

ion at their business establishment; a County mimeograph machine 
which, was removed during 1951' and a . second machine, still in 
their possession, was left in its place. 

On Monday, 10/20/52, Informant went with BEA STEIN- 
BERG to do precinct work for the campaign of IDA ALVAREZ, who 
is running for Congress in the 19th C, D., following which in- 
formant picked up GLORIA KLONSKY and took her to a B*nai B*rith 
meeting. Informant learned that KLONSKY has not, as yet, joined 
B‘nai B f rith, KLONSKY stating that MAX is out of work and she 
cannot. afford the money right now. KLONSKY also stated that 
she does not see where anything can be done in B*nai B*rith, 
and it looks hopeless as far as she is concerned.

formation I mentioned that I would forward to you. It speaks for itself. Also find 


enclosed a letter from Kps. Yetta Newman which is self-explanatory. Mrs. Newman- „ 
is a fine loyal American Jewish woman whom I have known for 5 years. She claims 
that Jewish Lawyers & Judges connected with organized Jewry are persecuting her. 
Speaking from personal experience, certain .leftwing leaders in organized Jewry 
are publicly labeling me n anti-semite", my only crime being that I am trying 
to get the Red Rats & their fellow-traveler stooges out of organized Jewry. I 
am very much worried about the increase of anti-semitism and feel that the left- 
wing mis-leaders who presume to speak for all Jews are giving ammunition to the 
enemies of the Jewish people and disgracing our great Jewish Religion. I know of 


other fine loyal American Jews who are being penalized by the Anti -Defamation 
League gwit the combination of organizations connected with them. These powerful 
organizations are' highly financed and have great influence in the movie, radio 
& television industries. Individual loyal American Jews are defenseless against

/ Mrs. EDWARD SUCHMAN, 238 North Manhattan Place, 
Hemstead 1854, telephoned on 2/20/53 and identified herself 
as a "Jewish woman fighting Communism and the Zionist* s 
5th Column, the Anti -Defamation League." She stated she 
had furnished previous information to the FBI as well as 
the California Committee on Un-American Activities. She 
stated that the publicity given to the alleged anti- 
Semitism in Russia had failed to affect the attitude of 
the Jewish groups in Los Angeles which centered around the 
ADL and other Jewish groups, 590 North Vermont Avenue, and 
that she had protested the general attitude of the ADL who 
considered the afore -mentioned publicity "all lies" . 

She further claimed that the ADL opposed loyalty 
oaths and all loyalty hearings; would not recommend that 
the Jewish people listen to the HCUA hearings on television 
or radio; that the ADL "helped the Hollywood 10" in the 
latter’s controversy with the HCUA; and that the ADL 
encourages the purchase of Israel bonds over the purchase 
of U. S. bonds; that the ADL exercies unddt power and 
influence through their affiliation in the radio, television, 
magazine, newspaper, and book publishing industries, as 
well as through the various rabbis in the Jewish church. 

SUCHMAN stated she had acquired the afore -mentioned 
information from her own personal knowledge, observation, 
and conversations with her friends and she would be willing 
to testify before a hearing board to the afore mentioned. 

Mrs. SUCHMAN said she was originally from Altuna, 
Pennsylvania; that her father had been a millionaire and had 
built a large Jewibh temple in the latter city.

A meeting of the City Terrace Section Board, LACCP, 
was held on Wednesday, 11/30/55, at the home of EDITH PAPE, 
1530 North Eastern, Los Angeles. 

Present were the following:

FRANCES LYM, who was Sitting

LEAH PINCUS opened the discussion with a review of 
the work done in the Section for the nine-months -during which 
she was Section Organizer. She stated the members of the 
Section ^ove^in a fashion toward a policy that everyone join 
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a mass organization. Few comrades are not in any organization, 
but this is still being considered. The problem has been the 
dearth of organizations in this community, 'and since it is not 
feasible to have too many in one organization, some of the 
members have had to look outside of the community for groups • 
to join. 


The experiences of some in mass organizations have 
been favorable, particularly when it comes to raising Issues, 
although there has been a reluctance on the part of almost 
all to raise issues that may expose them as members of the 
CP. It was decided that the Smith Act is one of the issues 
that should have been brought to the organizations* on the 
issue of civil rights, but nothing had been done about it. 

It was also decided that the comrades had not been 
developing relationships which put them in the position of making 
allies in the various organizations . The intention .of 
developing people so that one can come to them with the issues, 
literature, • and mainly get them to read the press has not 
been successful to any extent. 


LEAH PINCUS stated that only one comrade in the mass 
organization turned in names for contact with the PW. She 
did not state who this individual was, but the informant be- 
lieves she meant HELEN FROMSON, who is president of the PTA and 
who has been working closely with the Mexican ^women in the 
community and has been able to integrate these woman into 
working on her Board. 


LEAH PINCUS then mentioned •the fine work being 
done by two of the comrades in "B'nai B'rith, " mentioning 
SCPHIA BENNETT and BELLA FINE. LEAH mentioned these two 
comrades were able to get action- on the Walter-McCarran Act 
and also some discussion on, the Till Case. 

As' for political activity, not too much is' -being 
Accomplished. The plan for setting up a Democratic Party ih 
the community is still being worked on. The club has applied 
for a charter, but has not been able, as yet, to interest 
enough people to join the club. There is still the hope, 
however, there will be a good group. 




The peaoe activity of the Section confined itself 
mainly around the peace poll that was taken prior to the ‘ 
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meeting of the United Nations. The lack of peace activity and 
hot following up on the poll was a serious mistake. LEAH 
PXNCUS stated that since we did -not have a person in this 
Section* who could he responsible for such activity, the attempt 
was made to set up a committee to function, but this did not 
succeed. 


The educational phase also suffered for the lack of 
an educational director in the Section, bpt this has been 
corrected. IDA MONARCH has accepted the position as educa- 
tional director for the Section, and she is working very 
diligently on setting up a three months 1 program on the 
United Front. It is felt this is the main problem in the 
Section, and by studying this article, the comrades will 
learn how to work in their mass organizations in order to 
carry on the CP policy. 

Recruiting in this Section has been absolutely nil. 
Some discussion, however, has been held on setting up a 
non-members' class with the hopes of recruiting individuals 
into the CP. 

The PW has been consistent. Although there has been 
no noticeable increase in the number of readers, the comrades 
follow through in maintaining the number by getting new 
readers, even though some of the old readers are lost. The 
necessity of setting up a system of developing a relationship 
with the readers to further develop their interest by getting 
them to read educational material and attend mass meetings,, 
has been neglected. 

A luncheon for PW readers was held on 11/29/55 * 
which was attended by three readers, who seemed very 
interested and suggested these meetings be held in the 
evenings when, perhaps, there would be a better attendance. 

DON WHEELDIN addressed this group and “they had quite 
a lively discussion. The lack of readers in mass organiza- 
tions through contacts was mentioned. 

LEAH PINCUS then evaluated her personal role during 
this period. She felt she had learned how to cope with the 
problems, although at first she feared she could not do it. 
Since then, she has made up her mind to face her problems. 

She stated she felt she had a very good relationship with all 
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the club chairmen, and any comrade who had a problem has not 
hesitated to see her, although she might not have had all 
the answers. Still, wherever possible, discussion helped to 
settle some of the problems . LEAH commaited on the lack of 
time for- self-study, which she will have to learn to overcome. 

EDITH PAPE then gave her evaluation of ; the 
Section . She felt tnau more, discussion shodld be had on what 
issues the Party wishes the comrades to raise in their mass 
organizations. She also stated that distributions of the 
leaflets or pamphlets should be discussed thoroughly first 
and that an understanding of the issues be of prime importance. 

The political understanding of the comrades in 
relation to their dues and sustainers is lacking and is a 
mechanical function. The relationship of club chairman 
to club organizational secretary is important for the 
functioning of a good club. 

Concerning registration, it was decided .that the 
registration was ^carried out very well and was completed two 
weeks ahead of schedule, with only one comrade not being 
registered, although this was due to a mere technicality and 
'will soon be adjusted. 

The informant advised there are forty- four persons 
in the Section — one Filipino, one Negro, one Pollsh-American, 
and the rest all Jewish. The composition of the Section without 
any Mexicans among the members shows there is an incorrect 
method being utilized in order to get the Mexican people into 
the Party. About twenty of the members of “the Section are 
active in right-wing mass organizations and twelve to 
fourteen members in left-wing organizations; however, many 
are active in both right-wing and left-wing organizations. 

SOPHIA BENNETT, IDA MONARCH, and ANNA STONE then 
gave their evaluation of their respective clubs and the 
work of the Section, which was very much along the same 
lines as the "presentations of LEAH PINCUS and EDITH PAPE. 

FRANCES LYM was asked to speak. She stated she 
thought the Section was doing a very fine job; that with 
the understanding of their mistakes, they could come through 
with any program. FRANCES LYM stated that in her section, 
which they call "Council," they have two 'non-member classes 
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going with a prospect of at least five or six recruits attending 
these classes. FRANCES LYM stated there are about five people 
in each class. 

FRANCES LYM stated that the members failed to take 
into consideration their goals and perspectives for the coming 
period~in their discussion, which is a very important part of 
their work. 

LEAH PINCUS then stated the. Section had various 
goals, but she had neglected to mention them. 

• The informant advised that FRANCES LYM presumably 

meant that the Section should set goals and try to accomplish 
these goals by a certain date . The informant also advised 
that FRANCES LYM stated the Section had nothing to worry about, 
and she stated that if all the sections function as well as the 
informant’s section, there would be, less difficulties. 

There was a report given by EDITH PAPE on the bazaar 
being held 12/9-11/55 at the Park Manor by the California 
Emergency Defense Committee. The informant advised that 
workers and merchandise are needed for this bazaar. Forms 
were distributed to the club members to be filled out and 
returned this week-end with all the information needed.

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An announcement of the bazaar to be held on 12/9-11/55 
was made at this meeting. BELLA FINE spoke on the PW, 
urging better participation so that all the members of the club 
could come up with subscriptions for the drive. 
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The club evaluation was given by SOPHIA BENNETT. 

She reviewed the work done by this group. She stated most 
of the comrades are in mass organizations, although they are 
not fully integrated into these organizations. BELLA PINE 
and SOPHIA BENNETT are in the B'nai B'rith and doing a good 
job on presenting the CP issues to this group.

Dr*. JOHN R. LECHNER, Americanism-Education Commission, 
American Legion, Box 90593* Airport Station, Los Angeles 45, 
California, has {advised that he is preparing a textbook on com- 
munism which will he utilized in colleges, high schools, by 
community groups, police departments and In public libraries. 

Dr. LECHNER said that he has been collecting notes and docu- 
ments on communism for 35 years and that he is desirous of 
publishing a book at this time. The book will deal with the 
composite picture of communism. Its techniques, propaganda 
line and general objectives; and it will be used to help stu- 
dents better understand the subject. 


He intends to devote part of his textbook to current 
organizations who are active along subversive lines. His text 
will also deal with loyalty oaths and effective arguments as 
to why he believes loyalty oaths are good. 

Dr. LECHNER stated that he frequently prepares 
papers on communism for various civic organizations, state 
officials and other persons who are interested in the subject. 
He does not know when his book will be ready for publication; 
however, he is working on a tentative deadline of completing 
his rough notes by the end of i 960 . 


He has not decided on a title to date but is consid- 
ering utilizing as a title u Communism, What is It, How to 
Stop It."

"Mr. YORK sold several copies of the News -Press ad to 
members of the group, after the meeting. 

"Mr. YORK sold me a copy of ’The Protocols of the 
Learned Elders of Zion’, translated by VICTOR E. MARSDEN, from 
Russia, between 1905 and 1921, as we were driving home. Mr. 

YORK said I would need to know The Protocols before I could 
understand the basis of some of the demands on Congress, 

"Mr. YORK attempted to explain to me, in his car, 
the reason he had permitted the use of his P.O.. Box by the 
American Nazi'. He said he put-up a majority of the money for the 
publishing of their book, and therefore offered the P.0. Box 
as a distribution address so that he might redeen his investment. 

"Mr. YORK brought in Mr. ALLSBERBY on the March on 
Congress (in my opinion). In some manner they heard of the Mr. 
WHEAT group and joined forces. Mr. ALLSBEKRY put-up most of 
the money for the Ad which appeared in the Glendale News-Press. 

"Mr. YORK did not tell the Wheat group that his P.0. 
Box had been used by the Na'zi, he admitted this later during the 
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LA 157-834 


“meeting on April 25th. • Mr, WHEAT in the capacity of chairman 
openly criticized Mr. 'YORK for this error. 

“Mr. YORK, during the meeting on May 2nd, proposed 
that Mr. BUTLER place the CDL ad in the Glendale News -Press 
on the following Monday. Placing the ad at this time would have 
been practically valueless as no organization had been worked- 
out to handle response. The haste in placing the ad of March 
on Congress was said to be the death of that movement, by the 
Wheat group. 

"Mr. YORK is a publicity seeker trying to exploit his 
opinion, and where possible, increase his bank account. I don’t 
believe he is capable of a deep feeling for any ideal, religious 
or otherwise . He certainly., caused the death of the March on 
Congress in Glendale — some thinks this might have been deliberated, 
but the stronger opinion is that he is incapable and not account- 
able and that he should be left out of future meetings. He is 
a two dollar a week donator, which isn’t much for a man who drives 
a new white Cadillac.. Mr. YORK wanted the March on Congress ad 
re-written and placed in other newspapers, and further proposed 
that one-page-size broadsides be printed and distributed by the 
thousands, door to door. He did not like hell-for-leather and 
damn-the-F.B.I. speaches at the meeting on April 25th, so' he said. 

"Subject: JIM ALLSBERBY 

"I met Mr. ALLSBERRY first at the meeting of April 
25th, 1964 in the home of G. CLINTON WHEAT,. 233 S. Lafayette Park 
Place, L.A. 

"The Chairman, Mr. WHEAT ask him if he had anything 
to say, and Mr. .ALLSBERRY said he had plenty to say, but he first 
wanted to know who the two knew men were (I was one of the two)' 
so I read the letter that you have in your files and offered further 
identification from my wallet, which -was accepted by Mrs. WHEAT and 
later she announced they were all right to Mr. ALLSBERRY and re- 
turned them to me. Mr. ALLSBERRY may have had something important 
to say but he didn’t say much more than to go over the details of 
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"meeting the press and other news media. He and CONNIE got 
into an argument regarding the replys ALLSEERRY had made to 
the press. * CONNIE thought he had side stepped the issues and 
used a silk-glove method towards the press. The group opinion 
split during the debate as voices took sides, finally a member 
(I don’t know his name) ask in a pointed manner of Mr. ALLSBERRY 
if he intended to stay with the March On Congress, Mr. ALLSBERRY 
asked time to think over the answer as he was very tired from 
the past two days ordeal with the press. 

"Thursday, April 30th. Mr. ALLSBERRY met with others 
(I was not present) at the WHEAT home and drew up his statement 
to the Glendale News Press denouncing his membership and support 
to the March On Congress. 

"The meeting at the WHEAT home on May 9th supplied me 
with the information of Mr. ALLSBEKRYs real— intentions : He had 

been phoning the WHEATS residence daily since his absence from 
meetings and had donated to the CDL. Mrs. WHEAT said they had 
asked ALLSBERRY for the donation to test his loyalty. The WHEAT 
group generally suspect ALLSBERRY of being a PLANT of the ADL. 

"I talked to Mr. ALLSBERRY in his place of business 
on Tuesday April 28th, at this time he voices his objection 
to the proposed violence that had been voiced by CONNIE and 
others at the April 25th meeting. That the meeting should have 
been directed to take care of the immediate business instead of 
the fire and brimstone oratory. He told me theh that he had 
made up his mind to quite the group, i invited him to call 
upon me for anything as Ke seemed very up-set. 

"Mr. ALLSBERRY is a femine-type of man that appears 
or would like to appear more sensitive than he is, that he enjoys 
the focal of attention. He is of missed emotions that cannot 
become fixed to anything or any bodyTf his personality is not 
illuminated by the association. He is no more harmful than his 
bank-roll will permit. His opinion of himself is not equally shared 
by others."
